No. F. 4(1)-WAM/84.—It is hereby notified that the follow¬ 
ing amendments shall be made in the Notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of 


Economic Affairs) No. F.4(l)-W&M/82 dated 11th June, 1982, 
relating to the issue of 7% Capital Investment Bonds, namely :— 

(1) In paragraph 8 of the said Notification, 

(a) After sub-paragraph 0), the following paragraphs 
shall be inserted a$ sub-paragraphs (2) & (3) 

“(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph 2 above, 
the bonds will be transferable in the manner prescribed in sub- 
paragraph (1) of this paragraph in favour of any banking 
company, State Bank of India, a subsidiary bank, a corres¬ 
ponding new bank, and a Co-operative bank as defined in 
the Banking Regulation Act, 1949, or a regional rural bank 
established under Section 3 of the Regional Rural Banks Act, 
1976 (hereinafter referred to as “the banks"), for the limited 
purpose of obtaining advance against the security of such bonds.” 

“(3) Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph 4(4) 
above, the bonds transferred to the banks in terms of sub- 
paragraph (2) of this paragraph will be repaid at any lime in 
the event of default by the borrower.” 

(b) The existing sub-paragraph (2) shall be re-numbered 
as sub-paragraph (4) 

(2) In paragraph 10 of the said Notification 

(a) the words “and Annexure 2A” shall be inserted after 
the words “Annexure 2" in clause (c) of sub-para¬ 
graph (2). 

(b) The following paragraph shall be inserted as sub- 
paragraph (4) 

“(4) In the form of application (Annexure 3) in item II 
the words "permanent account No. “and" Name of 
Income Tax Circle in which the applicant is assessed” 
and in item IV, the words “permanent Income Tax 
No,*’ and “Name of Income-Tax Circle in which the 
applicant is assessed" and the columns Against it 
shall be deleted." 

(c) The existing sub-paragraph (4) shall be renumbered 
as sub-paragraph (5). 

(3) In paragraph 11 of the said Notification for the figure 
“lOp." the figure “50 p.” shall be substituted. 

(4) The above amendments shall come into force from the 
15th October, 1984.
